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Tightening The Screws 


There could have been no meaner trick to 
play on the jittery Kremlin than the western 
invitation to attend a four - power autumn 
conference on German and Austrian peace. 
The Kremlin cannot accept the invitation un­ 
der present circumstances without being sus­ 
pected of further appeasement — and its last 
gestures of appeasement ended in disastrous 
riots. 
It cannot refuse the invitation without being 
suspected of getting ready to crack down on all 
the satellite citizens who have gone danger­ 
ously out of their way in recent weeks to show 
their dislike and contempt for Soviet domina­ 
tion. That could be even worse than appease­ 
ment. 
There are two likely starting points for pop­ 
ular revolt — a condition of hopefulness among 
captive people and a condition of hopelessness. 
When they have something to gain or nothing 
to lose they are susceptible to the invitation to 
make trouble for their captors. 
Contrary to the popular idea. non - Russian 
diplomats are not all bumbling fools who play 
squarely into the hands of the super - slick- 
sters of the Communist conspiracy. The idea of 
a four-power conference on German and Aus­ 
trian peace settlements couldn’t have been re­ 
vived at a more inopportune time for the 
Kremlin.

Who Will Do The Killing In Russia Now?

On The Right Track 


The new chairman of the National Labor 
Relations Board. Guy Farmer, has explained 
how he felt about his responsibility. 
“ I undertake this job not as a partisan of 
management or of labor.” he said. “I come 
with a deep resolve to dcf my very best to pro­ 
mote harmonious relationship and further un­ 
derstanding among all groups, by giving the 
statute which I shall help to administer an 
honest and impartial interpretation and an 
even - handed application at all times and to 
all people.” 
Farm er .is the Eisenhower administration’s 
first NLRB appointee. His attitude reveals one 
momentous thing that has happened in Wash­ 
ington this year without fanfare — the restora­ 
tion of the objective approacli to public prob­ 
lems. 
Severe damage was done to unionism under 
two previous administrations by the skull-bust­ 
ing tactics of appointed officials who abused a 
public trust with brazen partisanship. 
Their zealotry’ embittered its victims a n d 
generated friction w hich 
was 
to 
do 
severe 
damage to employe-employer relations. NLRB 
Chairman Farmer will be trying to undo some 
of that damage while he is trying to promote 
understanding. 


Not Peanuts Any More 


When the critics of British socialism jumped 
on the Attlee ministry’s grandiose project for 
raising peanuts in Africa, they couldn’t fore­ 
see what a gigantic failure the “ground-nuts 
scheme” would turn out to be. 
More than $100 million worth of much-needed 
public money finally was frittered away in the 
socialists’ most damaging fiasco. As a scheme 
for increasing the British food supply, the cul­ 
ture of ground nuts proved to be an ideal 
scheme for giving British socialists a black eye 
and a broken heart. 
But a dispatch to The New York Times re­ 
veals a new slant on the fiasco. 
Where the grandiose project failed, a new j 
kind of project is picking up the pieces and 
turning them over to individuals who are re­ 
sponsible for farming 25 acres apiece under the 
supervision of experts. Their diversified agri­ 
culture promises to bring a larger net increase 
in the food supply than would have come with 
the success of the “ground-nuts scheme,” whose 
single purpose was to furnish peanut oil for 
margarine. 
Once more, individualism has proved its su­ 
periority to collectivism. 


It is often difficult for a people 
who live under a constitution pro­ 
viding for stated elections and an 
orderly change of officials to un- 
d e r s tand an­ 
other form of 
government in 
which power is 
a c h i e v e d b y 
murder. 
Y e t , 
every change of 
government in 
Russia, s i n c e 
the 
f a l l 
of 
K e r e n s k y 
in 1917, w a s 
marked 
by 
a 
struggle among 
powerful and ambitious men who 
employed murder as a weapon to 
achieve their ends. 
Since Lenin took over in 1917, 
there have only been two actual 
changes in the control of the state 
and neither of them orderly. 
Lavrenty Beria was undoubtedly 
one of the most powerful men in 
Russia under Stalin, being the 
head of the NKVD, the secret 
police, whose function it is to 
guard the state, put down its 
enemies, anticipate revolution and 
control the 
Communist 
parties 
throughout the world, including 
the American. 
• * - 
IN EVERY embassy, consulate, 
Russian trading mission and na­ 
tional Communist party anywhere 
on earth, at least one or more 
representatives of the NKVD is sit­ 
uated. 
Whether he is the ambassador 
or a chauffeur, he is named the 
front man. Many were appointed 
by Beria and were loyal to him 
personally. 
For instance, we speak of Vishin- 
sky or Gromyko or Malik at the 
United Nations, but behind them, 
perhaps in a very obscure position, 
is an NKVD man whose habit it 
has been to report to Beria. 
No m a t t e r what a Politburo 
member may want or do, the 
NKVD (and its predecessors the 
GPU or the CHEKA) watched to 
make sure that there was no be­ 
trayal of the state. 
Beria’s 
predecessors, 
Yagoda 
and Yezhov. were purged. Yagoda 
was an interesting character be­ 
cause his operations occurred dur­ 
ing the period of Stalin’s emerg­ 
ence to power. 


YAGODA WAS undoubtedly a 


consolidate his power against the 
old Bolsheviks and finally, he had 
to resort to murder. The present 
struggle for power moves at a 
swifter pace. 
Had the United States had an 
adequate intelligence service and 
a competent psychological war­ 
fare agency, advantage 
c o u l d 
have been taken of Beria’s ef­ 
forts to stimulate a popular revolt 
against the Kremlin. 
Instead, the United States sat 
on its hands and thus strengthened 
the position of Malenkov. 
In t h i s country are a large 
number of Beria’s agents. How 
large a number, how they are 
distributed, where they are placed, 
I do not know, but I should imag­ 
ine that the FBI does know. 


THE FBI is the only agency of 
our government that is adequately 
staffed for counter-intelligence of 
this nature. 
Beria’s 
men 
throughout 
the 
world are now living in terror 
because they know, from past 
experience, that some of them 
will be purged; that others will 
be assassinated as Gen. Krivitsky 
was assassinated in a Washington 
hotel. 
They know that some of the 
most active anti-Communists, who 
have been disclosing data to the 
FBI and to congressional com­ 
mittees, were Yagoda’s men who, 
when their boss was purged, took 
refuge in this country, and pro­ 
vided information. 


THIS IS likely to happen again. 
Malenkov and Beria were equals; 
one controlled the party, the other 
the largest and most effective po­ 
lice power in the world. 
The party triumphed over the 
police in the first show of power. 
Beria’s men will now be hunted 
everywhere. Whoever was close 
to him will be accused of con­ 
spiring with him to bring about a 
counter-revolution in East Germ­ 
any, Czechoslovakia and Poland. 
Some in the United States will 
seek asylum, which they can get 
if they contact the FBI. Their 
day is done and they know it. 
Stalin’s purges were designed 
to produce a dictatorship and al­ 
ways preceded some warlike step. 
Will Malenkov follow that design, 
too? 
He will still have to struggle 
against Molotov and Bulganin. Mo- 
supporter of Stalin against Trot- lotov has the reputation of ’not 
zky; yet there is evidence that 
his sympathies were w i t h 
the 
right-wing Bolsheviks, 
Yagoda helped Stalin d e a t r oy 
most of the old Bolsheviks. In 
the end, Stalin purged Yagoda 
and had him killed. 
It took Stalin about 12 years to 


being too sm art; yet he has man­ 
aged to outlive all old Bolsheviks 
but one, Kaganovitch. 
Will Molotov be killed by Mal­ 
enkov or will he do the killing 
before the Russians try to “unify” 
Germany?

Parents Should Be Consistent With Children 


The theory that how strict par­ 
ents are is less im portant than 
how consistent they are, is a com­ 
mon sense one. 
The tendency of parents to be 
inconsistent is what makes it hard 
for a baby to conform to some 
necessary routines and to learn 
the m eaning of “No.” This is also 
true of an older child. He can’t 
learn to adapt himself to desirable 
family regulations for protecting 
the rights of other m em bers and 
sharing in home chores and re­ 
sponsibilities. 
For instance, the m other wish­ 
ing to have her youngster, 2, sleep 
regularly in his own crib may. on 
being half-awakened by his crying 
in the night, pull him into bed 
with her, when he easily is com­ 
forted. There he may stay 
all 
night. 
Several days later, with an erupt­ 
ing tooth or a cold or tummy ache, 
he m ay be restless during t h e 
night, and the m other takes him 
into bed with her again. Fearing 
that she may have begun a nuis­ 
ance. this m other may refuse to 
let him stay with her next time 
he cries out in the night. She even 
m ay have the fortitude to let him 
cry himself back to sleep. But on 
a later night, she may succumb 
again. 


OVER a period of months the 
contest m ay continue—the mother 
giving in sometimes, holding out 
sometimes. The chances are pret­ 
ty great that the youngster will 
gradually win. Indeed, he m a y 
soon demand that he always stay 
with his mother. Young mothers 
should know that a little child has 
even more regard for precedent 
than the judge of a court, and that 
what she does to please h i rn 
once, he is* inclined to expect her 
to keep on doing. . 
Many a toddler from 2 to $ is 
sometimes spanked for running in­ 
to the street, and his parents won­ 
der why the spanking didn’t work. 
But for the one time that he was 
spanked as he stepped off the curb 
unprotected, he probably did this 
20. 30 or SO tim es when he wasn’t. 
Inconsistent spanking is not only 
futile, but cruel and harmful. 
Think of the little child who is 
shown off for a particular act or 
utterance, and then suddenly re­ 
buked or punished later for this 
sam e deed or expression. Or the 
youngster who’s often been pun­ 
ished by his parents for something 
he does, but repeats the s a m e 
thing two hours later right in the 
sight and hearing of this parent 
without even a rebuke. Or of the 
child given permission to do to­ 
day what he is sternly forbidden 
to do tomorrow. 


A BOY. IO. receives a rabbit for 
a pet on the promise he will faith­ 
fully care for it. He does so for 
three days. At the rabbit's feeding 
tim e on the fourth day, the boy; 
says he’s tired and the father feeds! 


it. Soon thereafter the boy neglects 
this rabbit more and more often 
till his father gets after him. 
After a few more days, the lad 
grows dilatory again, when h i s 
father feeds the rabbit and con­ 
tinues to do so for several d a y s 
more, after which the lad is punish­ 
ed for neglect. By and by this lad 
takes no responsibility at all for his 
rabbit. 
Ifs wonderful when a c h i l d , 
2 or 15. can count on each parent 
to be consistent, knowing before­ 
hand how this parent will respond 
to anything the child does or says, 
and that he can always count on 
the promises of both his parents,

Senators Want Detail 
O f Talks With Rhee 


WASHINGTON (JPl—Senators to­ 
day asked Assistant Secretary of 
State Walter S. Robertson for a 
detailed account of his negotiations 
with President Syngman Rhee of 
South Korea. 
Robertson returned to Washing­ 
ton yesterday and said as a re­ 
sult of his talks with Rhee a truce 
can now be signed if the Reds 
want one. 
Chairman Wiley (R-Wis) of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee asked Robertson for a report 
to the committee in closed session. 
“The situation today does 
not 
look good,” Wiley said in an inter­ 
view. He referred to the increas­ 
ing Communist offensive. 
“It’s pretty hard to explain why, 
when you want a truce, you spend 
human lives like mowing d o w n 
clover,” Wiley said. “But we don’t 
know the Oriental mind.” 
From other h i g h government 
sources it was learned that the 
United Nations Command, at the 
session of truce negotiators last 
night, bluntly told the Communists 
that if they do not stop the all-out 
attacks, the U. N. will regard them 
as a sign of bad faith.

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Advice To The Bride

If she just 
waits, she will find his more ob­ 
jectionable friends will drift away 
anyway, as they will find him more 
boring and less fun the longer he 
is m arried.’’
